IN RE: HB586 by Gonzalez Toureilles (Relating to eligibility for dismissal of certain speeding 
charges on completion of a driving safety course.), As Introduced

No significant fiscal implication to the State is anticipated.

The bill would amend Article 45.0511(b), Code of Criminal Procedure, by adding as a limit of 95 
miles per hour or faster as the speed for which a driver cited for speeding would not be eligible to take 
a driving safety course to have speeding charges dismissed.

No significant fiscal implication to units of local government is anticipated.
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
